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LETTER FROM KANSAS. 






Belle Plains, Kansas, Mar 4 — 

’ Thinking that probably a letter from 
tbls Western country would Interest 
the readers of the 1 J. and knowing 
well that one can ooly describe It as she 
has seen It, I send It lo, trusting that It 
will prove Interesting enough to be 
published. 

These Western people are progres- 
sive and It la quite nominal lo see how 
"Important" they feel If a person 
feels that be or she Is called upon to 
enlighten? Ibis Ignorant world with a 
new "Idea" it would lake but a few 
days lo give the public so maoy Ideas 
that It would lake the rest of one's life 
to digest them There are no "classes'’ 
In Ibis couolry ; every one Is on an equal 
foottog. Wben I first came out the 
Impression made oo me, I must confess, 
was not pleasant aod one could not help 
but cootiast It with our Kentucky cus- 
toms, but now I am adopting their ways 
and customs There Is something fas* 
dealing In living to Kaasas, every ooe 
here has some tie, some circle or elub, 
or society* In whlob they discuss topics 
of Interest or Importance aod strive 
more or less seriously to recognize 
their relation to serious qnestioos All 
the way from the lop to the bottom of 
our vast social structure— In the life of 
the wage earner, In tbat of the capital- 
ist or the mechanic one fooling alone Is 
held, 

Their school system Is excellent, not 
enough can be said lo praise of It 
They have a corps of One teachers and 
on their school ground they have a 
gymnasium and library, aod each child 
It kept In touch wUh the whole of the 
world. I beard ooe Western woman 
say. "Think bow the Eastern people 
would laugh or sneer at us. If we did 
not have ‘lecturers' come out here at 
great expense aod educate us " Still 
they use a great deal of slang aod pro 
nouoce their words very flat. I don't 
think I have beard any one use "Mr;" 
they are always called by tbelr last 
name; as “Brown" did so and so. 

I took a trip lo Wellington tshopplog) 
and while walking along the streets 
passed a church; oo the door was print- 
ed In largo letters, "The Oates of 
Heaveo," aod right underneath In the 
pastor's writing, "Oo Bound tbs Other 
Way,” but I don't for one minute pre 
sums that these Western people go lo 
Ueaveo tbat way. 

A party went from here to an Indian 
encampment, down lo the territory. 
We passed a ranch oo which there 
were 1.200 cattle. The cow boys had 
their tents and ooe of them named 
"Tuck" could ride anytblog that bad 
not beeo broken, without bridle or tad 
die ft was marvelous to se« how be 
held on while the horses were plung- 
ing There were cattle laying all over 
the ranch dead They had beeo killed 
In a t'ampedo Iso we were told) We 
resumed our journey and oatne lo the 
Indians There were Qre camps They 
had about MO burros and bad them 
loaded with sacks of bread. It was mad>- 
of corn meal and In little round pieces, 
about the size of a little marble and 
just a« hard Tbsy unloaded tbelr 
sacks and made a semi-circle of them, 
about as high as a man; In this ttey 
built a roaring campfire Our parte 
look them candy aod presents and got 
them in a good humor; then they sang 
aud danced and some of them beat tin 
pans. They were all io war palol and 
buckskin clothes, covered with long 
fringe, a bow and arrow on tbelr back 
and beaver tails planted In their hair 
Tbelr war daocc— they danced back- 
ward and forward aod yelped just like 
a dog— It almost frightened roe to 
death, thinking every minute I would 
losu my ecalp. but they were very 
friendly, one of them took a feather 
out of his bat and gave It lo me 'Tis 
the Mil feather of an eagle— brown and 
white. The chief gave me an ear ring 
'TIs either gold or brass, as large as a 
dollar and all carved They had silk 
handkerchiefs, moccasins and pottery 
for eale. They expected to leave for 
Colorado lo a few days. Then we 
journeyed home much wiser than we 
sMrted and realized that "Borne, Sweet 
Borne" was written by a life-long wan- 
derer, who never bad ooe
